On June 6, 1977, Michigan Consolidated 
Gas Company (Applicant) filed an applica- 
tion requesting that the Commission issue 
rulings and grant approvals in respect to a 
proposed program for the conservation of 
natural gas, including a ruiirg declaring that 
the program would be a utility function 

ha seane of the cervice rendered by 
Applicant as a public utility and that the 
cost thereof would be a proper charge to’ 
utility cost of service to be collected through 
a monthly customer surcharge to be added 
to all of Applicant's rate schedules. 

On May 26, 1978, Applicant filed an 
Amended Application in this proceeding in 
which it proposes a gas conservation pru- 
gram differing in several respects from the 
program originally submitied in its applica- 
tion filed on June 6, 1977. Among other 
things, Applicant proposes (i) in ieu of the 
new program ior residential ceiling insuia- 
tion previously proposed, to continue with 
some modifications on an insulation pro- 
gram approved by the Commission in 1973; 
and (2) in lieu of the installation of reduced 
orifices in residential furnaces as previously 
proposed, to recommend to its residential 
heating customers the derating of furnaces 
by means of pressure regulation. In the 
Amended Application, Applicant requests 
that the Commission approve amendments 
to its Rules for Gas Service that would per- 
iit it to sell gas for lower priority uses for 
limited periods at its rate for large volume 
gas service. In the Amended Application, 
Applicant also requests that the Cornmis- 
sion issue its ruling pursuant to Section 63 
of 1969 PA 306 declaring that after the 
propnsed gas conservation program became 
effective, rates would be prescribed for Ap- 
plicant'’s Michigan utility service without 
inclusion of revenues from interstate sales 
of gas by Applicant to purchasers outside 
Michigan, in which case Applicant would 
refund a portion of its revenues from such 
sales to its customers, as a credit against the 
surcharge for its conservation program. 

Applicant is a Michigan corporation 
having its principal offices at One Wood- 
ward Avenue, Detroit, Michigan bse and

Applicant states that approximately 
877,000, or 88° ;, of its one million customers 
are residintial heating customers whe use 
natural gas to heat their dwellings, that 
conservation of energy has become a high 
priority national goal, and that one of the 
specifics of that goal is conservation of fuel 
used for home heating.

Most of us involved in what is broadly 
called “the media” quiver jittle — if, 
indeed, at all — when a politician broad 
sides some criticism because of some- 
thing the media have done which the 
politician perceives as scurrilous. 

In fact, many of us wear such 
criticism as a badge of honor, especial- 
ly when it comes from a petty political, 
crook who has been exposed by some 
digging, shoe-leather reporting and 
some needed exposure in the public 
press. 

Sometimes, however, | have to admit 
| become a bit weary of the public 
flogging administered to the press by 
politicians. Sure. | can shrug it off: but 
like the fruits of the propaganda ma 

chines in Hitier’s Third Reich, sooner or 
- later somebody may come to believe it. 

Consider. for example, the plaint of 
former Michigan State Sen, Arthur Cart- 
wright of Detroit. who was caught with 
his hand in the public cookie jar and 
copped a plea with the attorney general. 

The plea bargain deal included Cart- 

wright's agreement to resign from the 

Senate and not run for his seat again. 

while the original felony charge was 

reduced to the misdemeanor level of 
cheating on his state expense account. 

Naturally. Cartwright blamed the 
press According tn a renart in one 

Detroit newspaper. when Cartwright 

bowed out of the Senate. he did so with 

both guns blazing at the media. claim- 
ing he nad been “persecuted ... nailed 
fo the cross by adverse “over- 
publicity.“ to use his term. 

“I couldnt have bought that much 


exposure if | had been running for 
president.” Cartwright is quoted. “It put 
me in a line with John Dillinger — 
pou, Led. ODT, shooting out 
everybouy and Kinny Lanes ane cnnid- 
ren. 


What now? He was going to “rest ... if 
the media will let me.” 

Cartwright obviously felt himself a 
martyr: “I'm no angel. I'm not perfect. 
Everybody makes mistakes. But | don't 
have a damn thing to be ashamed of.” 

Well. perhaps he doesn't know how to 
feel shame. He shouid be ashamed of 
his conduct as a custodian of pubiic 
trust. Originailyinhe was. charged with 
padding his expense account by some 
$600: what he finally ‘was convicted of 
was kiting a single meal ticket from 
$4.16 which was on the dinner tab, to 
$45.80 which he turned into the state. 

Those are things you shouldn't do. 
Stealing $41.64 perhaps isn't a federal

politicians blame media 


crime, but it should be encugh to cause 
shame in a State senator. 

One point that the former senatsr 
overlooks is that he’s been around a 
jong time in the public service, having 
first been elected to the Legislature in 
1962. Since then he has turned in 
hundreds of expense accounts, and 
taken hundreds of trips at taxpayers 
expense. It is reasonable to assume that 
if he is convicted of stealing $41.64 on 
one dinner ticket in Atlanta, the balance 
of his expense accounts over the years 
might bear Some scrutiny as well. 

It does seem to me that forced 
resignation from the senate is a rather 
severe penalty for stealing $45.16; it 
alse seems te me thatifa conscientious 
state senator was sure of his ground, he 
would have declined to plea bargain. 
and would have refused to resign over a 
$45.16 dinner tab kiting charge. 


But back to the point of this essay: 
Cartwright blames the press. 

However, it was noi the press which 
took the state-paid trip to Atlanta. lt 
was not the press which juggled the 
figures on the dinner tab. It was not the 
press which turned in the kited figures 
to the senate secretary for payment. It 
was not the press which decided the 
easiest road was to cut a deal with the 
aliomiey general. it was not the press 
which agreed to resign and not run 
again. 

All of these actions which made up 
the Cartwright scenario are the actions 
of Arthur Cartwright, not some reporter. 

There's only one nerson resnonsible 
for Arthur Cartwright's problems with 
the couris, and that person i: Cart- 
wright himself. 


in mosi Gases where ine press 
acbuseéu vi fouling someone Gui 
office or out of public favor, the same 
principle holds true — and_ that's 
regardless of whether the public figure 
is Arthur Cartwright, or Bert Lance, or 
Wayne Hays or even Richard Nixon and 
the Watergate crew. The point is this: 

It is the public figure who cigs his 
own grave, not the press. In most 
cases. the press reports and reflects, 
but it does not create. 

instead of being tite target of pulitical 
criticism in times like those mentioned 
above. the press should be praised for 
its role of vigilance and diligence. 

As an individual involved in the same 
line of work. | know | bask just a bit ina 
small patch of reflected glory for the 
role of the press in the Cartwright case.

Over 188,006 Michigan veter- 
ans from the Vietnam Era have 
used their G! Bill educational 
benefits, Frank Kilcullen, direc- 
tor of the VA regional office in 
Detroit, says. 

“Another 165.000 veterans 
from this era have not used 
aducatinnal henefits, and for 
the 10-year period of 
eligibility has expired.” Kilcul- 
len said 

The VA is making a special 
effort this summer urging those 
veterans who are still eligible to 
use ier benefits if it is at all 


The ‘VA will pay a veteran 
a@ month 
assistance benefit in helping 
him go to. school. These bene- 
fite inerease if the veteran has 
dependents. 

Kilcullen said that the GI Bill 
program was not intended to 
pay full costs for a veteran's 
schooling. just as in the other 
two Gl Bilis. However, an eli- 
qible veteran may horrow up to 
$2.500 per academic year to 
pursue a course feading to a 
standard college degree. or fora 
course leading to a protessional 
or vocational obiective which 
requires at least six months to 
complete.

The Garden 
Is A Good 
Supply Of 
Vitamins

A garden can be a valuable 
source of nutrients for the 
family, says Anita Dean Ex- 


siudent $3t4 as an 


B tension specialist in foods and 


nutriants and Bernie Zanastra. 
Extension specialist in horti- 
culture. 

A properly placed garden can 
supply a famity with much or all 
of several of the necessary 
vitamins and minerals. A bonus 
is the garden crops tend to be 
very low in fats and calories and 
a good source of dietary fiber. 

People usually think of oran- 
qes and qrapefruit as the source 
of vitamin C but mot so says 
Mis. Dean A aumber of fruits 
and vegetables that pecnte can 
grow are very good sources of 
vitamin C: Strawberries, Broc 
coli, Brussel sprouts. and Pep- 
pers. both red and white are 
high in Vitamin C. 

The best sources of Vitamin A 
are the dark green and deep 
yellow vegetables and a few 
fruits: Apricots, Broccoli, Car- 
rots, Cnard. Collards. Kale. 
Pumpkin. Spinach, Sweet Po- 
tatoes, Tomatoes and Tomato 
Juice. 

“Even caicium, which many 
people think comes exclusively 
from milk, is present in fair 
quantities in areans, broccoli. 
peas and beans,” Mrs. Dean 
points oul. 

Good vegelable sources of 
dietary fiber include. green 
beans, green onions. peppers. 
squash, cauliflower and broc- 
coli. 

The nuirition-minded garden- 
er should grow a variety of vege- 
tahles. Zandstra suggests. A 
good mix might incluage mus- 
tard greens. spinach, broccoli. 
carrots, green onions. toma- 
toes, beans, peppers and bush 
squash. 

Dining regularly on fresh 
veyeiabies fiom your garden 
would supply a family with 
about 25 percent of the iron they 
needed, 120 percent of the 
Vitamin A, and nearly 250 per- 
cent of the Vitamin C. 

It's still not too late to plant 
some of these vegetables.
